Prohibition Convention Held at the Town 


of Yo kvillo-Yesterday. 
. From Dally ot MaylO. . 


.The first political 
fire for. .the coining 


election this full was started yesterday- 
by the meeting.of the Prohibition county 
convention at the- village of 'Yorkvillc. 
There was a very "fair attendance and 
considerable interest1 was 
.manifested, 


throughout the entire meeting. 


In the morning a-general conference 


wn.s held, presided ovtr by County Chair- 
man Skewes. In his opening remarks 
the chairman stated that there was much 
to encourage the workers in the Prohibi- 
tion party. -He did not entertain the be- 
lief that the present war could be of long 
duration and that one of the results 
would bn the breaking 'away of strong 
party ties and. lea-ve the voters in a bet- 
ter condition to carefully consider the 
merits oi all the issues that would be 
discussed in the campaign. While many 
of the voters during the lost campaign 
had been led away on the money issue, 
they would soon eome back into tho 
ranks of the party and when there was n 
chance for a calm discussion on the sa- 
loon issue there could be but one result, 
and that v.-ns the downfall of the. saloon. 


The whole tenor of the discussion that 


followed was somewhat in the line of the 
remarks of the chairman. 


The convention proper opened at 
2 


o'clock in the afternoon by the election 
of John Moyle as chairman, and T. 1. 
Shepherd as secretary. The members of 
the convention from the city were some- 
what put out by being told that owing, 
to a. failure of the party to take advan- 
tage of some requirements to the new 
election laws they were debarred from 
taking part in : the proceeding. They 
made a vigorous kick, but the country 
•members were in the saddle and kept it 
during the convention and the city re- 
ceived its full recognition in the end. 


County Chairman Skewes made his re- 


port and in substance stated that the 
.:ork of the committee 'had been ham- 
pered by the lack of funds, but neverthe- 
less aggressive, work had been accom- 
plished. Several Prohibitioivclubs have 
been organized and public meetings held 
nnd all with the. expenditure of about 
923.

.The Fish.,Torpedo fri Action. . 


The WWtehead torpedo, which Is the 


weapon used'by "the Spanish torpedo 
boats a'rid. destroyers,. is a.hollow steel 
projectile shaped'like a. fish. At'..its 
front-end. is fastened a-so called :.trar 
head filled with;gun cotton,;ana In.-place • 
ot a. tail It .has-a Small, screw -propeller. 
The .interior JisJ filled' \vnh'r;ih3.ch'iriery 
and- compressed air. Discharged from 
the torpedo tube, this formidable pro- - 
jectilC'falls'with a splash into the wa- 
ter and sinks to a certain depth. .Then 
It.travels horizontally toward the tar- 
get and is expected to explode on strik-, 
Ing. The propeller is made to revolve 
at a very rapid rate by the compressed' 
air inclosed within the "contrivance. II 
the latter fails, from' any cause to go 
off. It sinks harmless to the bottom ot 
the sea and thus is not a, danger to 
navigation afterward.' There are'sev- 
eral sizes of these'-'torpedoes. 
Those 


ordinarily used by torpedo boats are 12 
feet lone and are provided with 120 
pounds of gun cotton.. The destroyers, 
however, employ, much, larger-ones, 13 
feet in "-length and containing 250 pounds - 
of .gun cotton. The. cost of a White- 
head torpedo is from $2,400 up, but that 
is not.much to pay for a projectile'that 
is capable of destroying a 55,000,000 bat- 
tleship. 
' 
Fish torpedoes acquire additional ter- 


rors from their invisibility while they 
are running toward a ship. Traveling 
under water as they do, it is. impossible 
for -those on board of an assailed ves- 
sel to-know-just when s-'fat'ar'-'blbw is 
coming. -If the-projectile-'•strfkeS.-'ide- 
structiqn Is certain'. - Nothing; cin'iTe- 
•sist the discharge of such a-.-quantity 
of gun cotton. Half a dozens-years- ago 
tlie Brazilian insurgent ship. Aquidaban 
was struck by a torpedo, which .made 
a hole'in her side big'enough to drive 
tt hay wagon -through, a -large part 6t 
her interior being:; transformed 
inlb a 


mass of wreckage.. It has been. suR- 
gested that one very effective way of 
tackling a battleship would be for two 
or more torpedo- boats to bear down 
swiftly upon her in different directions. 
Of course.this would be done at night 
by preference. If there'were three, boats 
engaged in the attempt, at leasr. 'one of 
them would be likely to be f.ble to de- 
liver a well aimed shot before bclns 
destroyed. 
The minute that the ad- 


vancing craft were descried by the aid 
of the searchlights a storm of shot and 
shell would be turned upon them. Be- 
ing absolutely without armor protec- 
tion, they'wquld-'quickly be riddled, bu" 
one or more.of the deadly flshlike mis- 
siles might b'e successfully delivered. 
The relative' efficiency of the battleship 
and the torpedo boat'is yet to become 
known.
